The application of Harry W. 
Schuermann, former policy king 
convicted of income tax evasion, 
for a review of his case by the 
United States Supreme Court was 
denied yesterday. He sought a 
writ of certiorari. 

Schuermann, who elected to stay 
in jail here pending appeal, rather 
than begin serving his prison sen- 
tence, must now go to a federal 
penitentiary. He was convicted in 
July 1948, and sentenced to four 
years in prison and to pay a 
$40,000 fine. He will reecive no

Because of the 
policy king’s failure to keep finan- 
cial r the Government re- 
constructed his probable net worth 
for the period involved in present- 
ing evidence to the jury. 

As a result of the Supreme 
Court action it was expected that 
Echuermann will be taken shortly 
to a federal penal institution des- 
imnated by the Attorney General 
of the United States. His sen- 
tence will begin officially when 
he enters the prison. Schuermann 
formerly lived in Webster Groves.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Take it from Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan: He’s a snipper of Gov- 
ernment “red tape” with disdain 
for those who call him “uneth- 
ical.” 

“I’m considered in many circles 
to be very unethical,” President 
Truman’s army aide confided to a 
friendly audience, “and I’m sure 
I will continue to be. 

“There are only two people I 
have to please—Mr. Truman and 
Mrs. Vaughan. As long as I please 
them I am satisfied. 

“T’ve made various suggestions 
as to what other people can do. 
You can interpolate your own in- 
terpretation of that.” 

The occasion was a $2-a-plate 
party given in Vaughan’s honor 
yesterday by members of various 
veterans’ organizations. They gath- 
ered to show appreciation for the 
various chores Vaughan has han- 
dled as President Truman’s co- 
ordinator of veterans’ affairs. 

It was a far cry from the Senate 
committee hearings at which in- 
vestigators, on the hunt for “in- 
fluence peddling’ in Washington, 
inquired into some. of Vaughan’s 
non-veteran activities. 

In fact, the toastmaster called

“The quartermaster told him 
he’d give him the insecticide if the 
ants were inside the mess hall, but 
if the ants were outside the mess 
hall that made them engineer ants 
and he’d have to go to the en- 
gineers for help,” he said with 
a grin. 

He went on to say that “a lot 
of difficulty I have encountered 
with Government departments is 
not with the top men or even the 
second, third or fourth men, but 
with somebody down the line who 
resents what he calls outside in- 
terference.” 

In working for veterans, he said, 
“we have to combat guys like that 
to get things done.”

Prospects for an early settle- 
ment of the month-old Missouri 
Pacific Railroad strike were re- 
garded as considerably brighter 
today, as negotiations between 


management and the striking 
unions continued and both sides 
reported good progress. 

When the negotiators adjourned 


'for lunch this afternoon, Roy E. 
Davidson, spokesman for the four 


brotherhoods, said: “We're still 
making progress, at about the 
same rate as yesterday.” 

Paul J. Neff, chief executive 
officer of the railroad, reported 
that about 20 to 25 of the 282 
wage claims that caused the 
strike were settled at yesterday’s 
opening session. 

Negotiators for Railway. 

Neff and Theodore Short, per- 
sonnel officer, were the principal 
negotiators for the railroad today 
and yesterday. Guy A. Thompson, 
trustee of the railroad, designatéd 
them to represent him in actual 
negotiations of wage claims. 


Until yesterday, Thompson and | 


union representatives had dis- 
cussed procedure and had not be- 
gun actual negotiations of the 
claims that caused the strike, 

The union ,officers found 
Thompson, an attorney, difficult 
to deal with. When they began 
actual negotiations of cases with 
Neff and Short, both veteran rail- 
road men, they made rapid head- 
way in settling the issues. Both 
Davidson and Neff reported very 
satisfactory progress. 

Consultation With Thompson. 

Before conclusions are reached 
on specific cases, Neff and Short 
consult with Thompson. He 
opened the negotiations yesterday 
and returned later in the day to 
take part in the discussions of 
cases. 

Both parties to the dispute 
agreed that because they were 
making such satisfactory progress 
they would ask Jesse W. Barret, 
special master, to postpone his 
hearing on issues in the dispute. 
Appointed by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore at 
the request of Thompson, Bar- 
rett planned to begin his hearing 
tomorrow afternoon, At that time, 
it is expected that the company 
and unions will ask Barrett for a 
postponement. 

“We are making substantial 
progress,” Neff reported, “There 
are some pretty tough nuts to 
crack and some cases take longer 
than others. But we’ve been going 
right along as fast as we can, in 
line with the promises we made 
the Governors’ conference.” 

The negotiations resulted from 
the acceptance by both sides of a 
settlement plan drafted here by 
representatives of eight states, at 
a conference called by Gov. 
Forrest Smith. The company and 
unions are to seek settlement of 
as many cases as possible by 
direct negotiations, then designate 
an agency to settle the remaining 
cases, and then the unions are to 
end the strike. 

The 282 claims, based on differ- 
ences of interpretation of operat- 
ing rules, are being taken up in 
order by the negotiators. Both 
sides have expressed willingness 
to settle large numbers of the 


cases. 
“Fine Spirit” Reported. 

Davidson said: “We're going 
along fine. Very satisfactory prog- 
ress is being made and there 
seems to he complete harmony. 
Thompson came in at the start 
and designated Neff and Short to 
negotiate with full authority. 
Thompson asked if there would be 
any criticism if he left or stayed. 
We said, ‘No.’ He came back later 
in the day but does not take part 
in the negotiations. 

“There’s a fine spirit now—no 
raising of voices and no flaring 
of tempers. I may be over-opti- 
mistic, so I would hate to say 
that we will settle it this week. 
As long as we’re making progress 
here, there’s no need of messing it 
up with hearings before the spe- 
cial master. The hearing will be 
postponed.” 

Statement by Thompson. 

Annoyed at the publicity about 
his withdrawal as principal nego- 
tiator for the railroad, Thompson 
said this afternoon: “I opened the 
conference yesterday with the 
statement that Mr. Neff and Mr.

BERLIN, Oct. 11 (UP)—The 
parliament of tne new east Ger-

A statement of the transfer of 
administration was read by Jo- 
hannes Dieckmann, president of 
the lower house, at the first joint 
meeting of the two chambers of 
the eastern parliament here. 

The statement, identical to that 
read to east German leaders last 
night by Russian military Gover- 
nor Gen. Vassily I. Chuikov, said 
a Soviet civilian high commission 
would replace the present Russian 
military government. It indicat- 
ed actual administration would be 
left to the hand-picked new gov- 
ernment under the watchful eye of 
the new high commission. 

Rival to West Republic. 

The statement and _ establish- 
ment of the puppet government 
was Russia’s answer to the forma- 
tion of the west German govern- 
ment at Bonn. The Western Al- 
lies also have replaced their mili- 
tary governments with high com- 
missions. 

Russian Ambassador V._S-. 
Semeonoy was in the jammed hall 
when the new parliament held its 
first joint meeting, but took no 
part in the proceedings. 

After the Soviet statement was 
read, the two houses unanimously 
nominated and elected the 73- 
year-old Pieck as President of | 
eastern Germany. He was sworn 
in immediately. The whole affair 
took only a few minutes. 

For window dressing, the upper 
chamber earlier elected a Chris- 
tian Democrat as its president. 
The post went to Reinhold Lobe- 
danz, 61. Dieckmann, non-Commu- 
nist Liberal Democrat, already had 
been elected to the presidency of 
the People’s Chamber, lower house 
of the parliament. Both Lobedanz 
and Dieckmann, however, are con- 
sidered “safe” by the Communists. 

A Communist, Otto Grotewohl, 
previously had been named prime 
minister. Key cabinet posts con- 
trolling police and internal secur- 
ity go to party members. 

There has been no election in 
the Soviet zone on any issue con- 
nected with the new republic. 

The elevation of Pieck to the 
presidency crowns 30 years of un- 
swerving loyalty to the Kremlin, 
As a refugee in Moscow, he or- 
ganized the “free Germany” com- 
mittee during the second World 
War. Since the Nazi collapse, he 
has been the titular leader of all 
“democratic forces” in the Soviet 
occupation zone. 

Under a Communist-drafted con- 
stitution, the President’s term is 
for four years.

YAKIMA, Wash., Oct. 11 (AP)— 
United Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas felt lucky to- 
day, the ninth day since his chest 
was crushed by a horse that 
reared and fell on him in the 
mountains, 

His doctors informed him yes- 
terday that he has 14, not an 
unlucky 13, fractured ribs. 

Although enduring severe pain 
from injuries which include a 
punctured lung, Douglas sent a 
telegram to Harry E. Mock, a 


fractured-rib patient in a Marion 
(Ind.) hospital. 

Mock, with whom Douglas is 
not acquainted, wired that his 
three fractured ribs were bad and 
that “13 must be horrible.” 

Informing him that his count 
has gone up one, Douglas wired: 

“When you have 14 broken ribs, 
a hiccup is a crisis, a cough a 
disaster and a sneeze a calamity. 
And the most unfriendly act in 
the world would be a pat on the 
back.”

General Says West Must Have 
Frontiers Near Nations 
Which Threaten Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (UP)— | 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chairman | 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
today that the western democ- 
racies must maintain frontiers 
“on the boundaries of that nation 
or group of nations which threaten 
the welfare of the world.” 

Bradley warned the Inter-Amer- 
ican Defense Board, set up under 
the 1947 treaty of Rio de Janeiro, 
that if there is another world war 
“we will all be affected by it, and 
many of the nations represented 
here will be in it.” 

Without mentioning any nation 
by name, Bradley said, “and we 
also know that there is, for the 
next 20 years, so far as we can 
foresee, now only one source from 
which such a war could spring.” 

He ecplained that the United 
States is now “channeling more 
assistance to the nations of West- 
ern Europe than to those of our 
hemisphere” because “first things 
must come first, and there is no 
immediate threat of aggression 
from Communism against. ... our 
two continents.” 

The policy of pouring guns and 
other supplies into implementing 
the North Atlantic Treaty might 
“continue for some time to come,” 
Bradley said. But this does not 
mean the United States intends to 
neglect its defense duties in the 
Western Hemisphere, he added. 

“The world today,” he _ said, 
“must be considered as a single 
inter-related whole. ...A disrup- 
tion of any of its parts must in- 
evitably result in disruption in 
other parts.” 


ELEPHANT KILLS CIRCUS MAN; 
DRIVES TUSK THROUGH CHEST 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., Oct. 11 (UP) 
—A huge bull elephant attacked 
and killed a circus worker here 
last night. A sharp tusk was 
driven completely through the 
man’s chest. 

The dead man vas identified as 
George McDonald, about 50 years 
old, a teamster with the Dailey 
Bros. circus of Gonzales, Tex. 

Police said they could find no 
witnesses to McDonald’s death 
and were unable to determine 
what made the elephant attack 
him. He was found dying behind 
the main circus tent, near the spot 
where the elephant was tethered. 


BOY OPERATED ON TO RECOVER 
WHISTLE; NICKEL I$ REMOVED 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 11 (AP) 
—A whistle in his mouth, 2-year- 
old Hamilton Connell stumbled on 
the run and fell. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Connell of Cameron, Mo., picked 
him up, but they couldn’t find the 
whistle. They surmised he might 
have swallowed it. They brought 
Hamilton to the hospital here.

Force's B-36 “intercontinental” 
bomber, the Navy’s spokesman 
was its leading expert on guided 
missiles, Capt. John H. Sides, who 
said: 

“With anti-aircraft guided mis- 
siles approaching operational use, 
it is folly for any country to stake 
its future to any great extent on 
the big womber and atom bomb, 
Professional gamblers have always 
held to the theory that one should 
never gamble for more than he 
can afford to lose. In the light 
of the developments . . . it would 
appear that when we gamble pre- 
dominantly on the atomic blitz 
concept of war, it is the life of 
our nation which may be at 
stake.” 

Reds Have Nazi Secrets. 

Pointing out that German rocket 
secrets fell into Russian hands 
after World War II, he said Russia 
probably has guided missiles able 
to find and knock down bombers 
above 40,000 feet.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 11 (AP) 
— The Government’s conciliation 
service has taken on the biggest 
job in its history—the dual task of 
trying to settle the steel and coal 
strikes. 

Before the week is out United 
States Conciliation Director Cyrus 
Ching will meet separately with 
leaders of the striking CIO United 
Steelworkers and industry leaders. 

He will meet with representa- 
tives of Bethlehem Steel Co. in 
New York Thursday afternoon. By 
next Tuesday or Wednesday, he 


said. he wiil have conferred with 
three or four of the major steel 
producers, including the _ giant 
United States Steel Corp. 

At the same time, the concilia- 
tion director will watch develop- 
ments in the coal strike. It was 
Ching who got John L. Lewis, 
United Mine Workers’ president, 
and coal industry operators to 
agree to go back to the bargain- 
ing table tomorrow. 

Neither the steel industry nor 
Philip Murray, president of the 
steelworkers, had any comment 
Yjafter Ching announced yesterday 
the Government was stepping into 
the steel walkout for the fourth 
time. Before the strike started 11 
days ago the Government made 
three futile peace efforts. 

The Government will be working 
against time in its effort to get 
the steel strike settled. Contracts 
of a half-million steelworkers in 
fabricating plants—where steel is 
the basic product for hundreds of 
articles—began expiring Saturday. 
They'll continue to run out through 
mid-December. 

Murray says the union will call 
a strike in each case where the 
fabricators won’t provide pensions 
and insurance on the terms sug- 
gested by President Truman’s fact- 
finding board. 

A total of 10 small firms has 
agreed to pay workers a 10-cent 
pension and insurance package 
without employe contributions — 
the exact recommendation of the 
board,

Capt. Sides’s Testimony. 


Capt. Sides said in his testimony:

I'm 
going to confine my remarks to 
the much less spectacular but 
more immediately practical field 
of anti-aircraft rockets and mis- 
siles. 


“T hesitate to predict how far 
in the future push-button warfare 
is.

“Before some of the big bomb- 
ers now on order are delivered, we 
expect to make a decided improve- 
ment in the effectiveness of our 
air defenses, by means of target- 
seeking guided missiles which will 
readily intercept and knock down 
big bombers, even above 40,000 
feet. 

“Before too long, the last two 
of the many steps required to 
complete the interception and de- 
struction of a high-flying bomber 
will not have to be accomplished 
directly by the fighter. Because, 
at the point where the fighter 
now starts his final pass at long 
range, he will be able to launch 
a guided missile which will com- 
plete these final two steps of the 
process, namely, the final pass, 
and the actual destruction of the 
bomber. And this missile will 
have a speed advantage of three 
to one over the bomber. 

From Ground Also. 

“Anti-aircraft batteries on the 
ground also will reach up with 
target-seeking missiles to kill the

NAVY BOARD'S REPORT 


UN FORRESTAL DEATH 


Inquiry Group Absolves All 
in Naval Service 
of Fault. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
A Navy board has absolved “any 
person or persons in the naval 
service” of fault or negligence in 
the death of former Secretary of 
Defense James Forrestal. 

Forrestal, who retired from of- 
fice in March, plunged to his 
death May 22 from a tower at the 
Naval Hospital in Bethesda, Md. 
He was admitted to the hospital 
April 2 sufering from what naval 
medical authorities described as 
“operational fatigue.” 

Navy Secretary Matthews made 
public the board’s findings today 
but made no mention of the delay 
of more than four months in do- 
ing so. 

R. Adm. Morton D. Willcutts, 
then head of the national Naval 
Medical Center at Bethesda, con- 
vened the five-man board of in- 
quiry May 23. It finished its hear- 
ings May 30 and submitted its re- 
port to Willcutts. 
Three days later Willcutts sent | 
the report to R. Adm. Glenn Davis, 
head of the Potomac river naval 
command. Davis reviewed it and 
sent it on to R. Adm. George L. 
Russell, judge advocate general. 
Shortly afterward it went to 
Matthews.

Security Council Told This 
| Will Make Possible 
‘Agreement on Control 
of Atomic Energy.’

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 11 
(UP) — Russia demanded today 
that the atomic bomb be included 
in a proposed United Nations cen- 
sus of the world’s armed might. 
Soviet Delegate Jacob A. Malik 
told the U.N. Security Council that 
Russia’s position toward disarma- 
ment “has not changed.” He in- 
sisted that the atomic bomb—ex- 
cluded under the original plan— 
should be included in an arms in- 
ventory proposed by France as a 
first step toward disarmament. 
Malik said that inclusion of 
atomic weapons in the arms count 
“would make possible agreement 
on control of atomic energy.” 
Russia previously had objected 
to the French plan when it Was 
approved several months ago by 
U.N.’s Conventional Armaments 
Commission, a subsidiary of the 
Security Council. In concert with 
the Ukraine and Egypt, Russia 
maintained that no purpose would 
be served in inventorying all “con- 
ventional” armaments without 
taking a count of atomic WeaPons. 
Soviet Position Unchanged. 


“The position of the Soviet 
Union is unchanged on this issue,” 
Malik told the Security Council. 
“Atomic weapons must be’ in- 
cluded. Such a thing is good, for 
these two things are inseparable. 

“This would make possible agree- 
ment on control of atomic energy.” 

Earlier, Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky called on 
the International Court of Justice 
to throw out the western powers’ 
charges that Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Romania violated human 
rights provisions of their peace 
treaties in the prosecution of Car- 
dinal Josef Mindszenty and other 
church leaders. 

Vishinsky told the United Na- 
tions Special Political Committee 
that no violation of the peace 
treaties had occurred. He _ said 
Bulgaria, Romania and Hungary 
had scrupulously observed the hu- 
man rights provisions of those 
pacts, and therefore there was no 
reason for the United States and 
Britain to invoke the conciliation 
machinery established in them. 

Russia has supported the Bal- 
kan states in their refusal to use 
that machinery, and the United 
States, supported by Bolivia and 
Canada, has introduced a resolu- 
tion asking the International 
Court for an advisory opinion on 
whether a dispute exists in the 
meaning of the treaties. 

Charter Violation Charged. 


“If the International Court has 
any respect for itself,” Vishinsky 
said, “it will reject the request 
for an advisory opinion. Any at- 
tempt to resort to this machinery 
would be so crude a violation of 
the Charter’s provisions against 
interference in internal affairs of 
sovereign states that there is no 
reason to turn to the Interna- 
tional Court.”

ON U.S, TIDELANDS 


| MEASURE CLOSES 


Committee to Accept Ad- 
ditional Testimony by 
Letter — Action Not 
Likely This Year.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—The 
Senate Committee on Interior and 
Insular Affairs today took under 
consideration administration-spon- 
sored legislation to set up federal 
machinery for the control and op- 
eration of the oil-rich coastal belt 
of the nation. The first open hear- 
ings on the measure were con- 
cluded yesterday. 

Additional testimony will be ac- 
cepted in writing by the committee 
from time to time. Committee 
Chairman O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, said he does not expect any 
action on the bill this year. Also 
pending in Congress are several 
opposite bills which would re- 
nounce federal control of the tide- 
lands in favor of the coastal states. 

The last witness yesterday was 
Representative Hobbs (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, and a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee. Hobbs. is 
one of the few Southerners on the 
Hill who favors federal ownership 
and administration of the nation’s 
submerged, coastal lands. As he 
has done before various commit- 
tees every year, Congressman 
Hobbs testified once more to his 
firm conviction that the states 
never have had a solid legal claim 
to the marginal sea. 

“The Administration bill,” he 
declared, “is sound, except that it 
is possibly too generous. I hope 
your committee will approve it. I 
also want to say ‘amen’ to the 
statement before your committee 
made by Solicitor-General Philip 
Perlman of the Department of 
Justice.” 

Perlman, in his testimony, had 
denounced the “false propaganda” 
spread bv opponents of the Ad- 
ministration measure and had ap- 
pealed to the committee not to 
give away the tidelands to the 
states. Opposition also had been 
expressed by other high Govern- 
ment officials to so-called “com- 
promise” legislation that would 
give the states actual control of 
the marginal sea and leave the 
Government with only nominal 
ownership. 

Angus McDonald, assi-iant leg- 
islative secretary of the National 
Farmers Union, told the commit- 
tee yesterday that his organization 
is whole-heartedly in favor of the 
Admirfistration legislation. 

“The main argument.” he said, 
“of those who would take awdav 
from the Federal Govérnment and 
give to the states the mineral and 
oil resources existing in the three- 
mile limit seems to rest mainly on 
the fiction that the colonies and 
the ‘states have always owned 
these lands and that since our 
Federal Government is one of del- 
egated powers, they still own them.

Whether the crash and tne depression which followed can be 
avoided this time is the problem, a memorandum to the Senate-House 


Economic Committee said. 


The report, drafted by the staff 
of a subcommittee, will be used 
as the.basis for public hearings 
to be held later by the subcom- 
mittee, 

Much From Federal Records. 

The subcommittee staff pre- 
pared the memorandum under the 
direction of Dr. Theodore J. Kreps, 
professor of economics at Stan- 
ford University. Much of the ma- 
terial was assembled from Govern- 
ment surveys supplied to the staff 
by the Legislative Reference Serv- 
ice of the Library of Congress. 
Portions of the report were writ- 
ten by Commerce Department 
economists. 

Members of the subcommittee 
are Senators Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, and Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
Representatives Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, and Herter (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts. 

In making the review public, 
Senator O’Mahoney' (Dem.), 
Wyoming, chairman of the full 
committee, said: | 

“It is recognized by the sub 
committee ... that the mainte- 
mance of a system of free private 
enterprise depends upon the main- 
tenance of an opportunity for the 
investment of private capital.” 

Parallel With Ayres’s Analysis. 

The staff review takes note of 
an analysis by the late Gen. Leon- 
ard C. Ayres, of Cleveland Trust 
Co. He wrote that after a period 
of postwar inflation there has al- 
Ways occurred a brief readjust- 
ment during which, the memo con- 
tinues: 

“Business activity is stabilized, 
often for years, on a plateau rela- 
tively high compared with prewar. 
This in turn is followed by a 
secondary, postwar depression of 
considerable magnitude. 


“The pattern since V-J day has 
not differed markedly from that 
of Gen. Ayres’s analysis. The 
period of stabilization on a high 
plateau of prices may have now 
begun. 

“Whether this time by unusual 
application of scientific intelli- 
gence and co-operative action 
steady progress will be made 
toward achievement of continuous 
high level employment is perhaps 
the most fundamental probiem 
facing the Joint Committee on the 
Economic Report.” 

Causes of Depression. 

As to causes of the boom and 
bust of 20 years ago, the memo- 
randum cited “the spectacular 
booms in the stock market, in 
real estate, and in construction” 
as the most immediate. These 
booms, it said “were backed by an 
over-extension of credit ... when 
recession began ... serious col- 
lapse was virtually inevitable.” 

In searching for a way to 
avoid another collapse, the memo- 
randum goes into, among other 
things, the financing of invest- 
ment, the financial problems of 
smal] business, and taxes and 
their impact upon investment. 

The subcommittee staff also 
lists suggestions from various 
sources for stimulating invest- 
ment. Among them: 

1. Guarantee to the lower 
third of the population a na- 
ge minimum of food supply, 

training for suitable occupa- 
tions, of low-cost housing and 
educational opportunities. 

2. Extend social security bene- 
fits, particularly unemployment 
insurance to fix a floor under 
consumer demand. 

3. Plan public works so that 
in time of depression it would 


hit a peak. 


Record Installment Credit Helps 
Sale of Autos, Home Appliances

NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (AP). 


UYING on time is at a new high, This great American institu- 
tion plays its part in the automobile 
prosperity and in the return of the home appliance industry to 


industry’s continuing 


happy days. It is also reported on the increase in areas where many 
customers are out on strike and aren’t buying for cash. 


The peak volume of installment 
credit during the summer recov- 
ery also doubtless ties in with 
other phases of the nation’s busi- 
ness and financial] status just be- 
fore strikes halted the basic in- 
dustries of steel-and coal. 

*Bank loans to business men are 
increasing. Manufacturers’ sales 
are up sharply, and department 
store replenishing of stocks on the 
upgrade once more. Industrial 
production had rebounded from 
its July low. Government agencies 
stress that retail sales are holding 
up remarkably well in unit vol- 
ume, although off in dollar volume 
because of lower prices. 

Buying on time increased briskly 
this summer after federal curbs 
on credit were removed. It jumped 
$282,000,000 during August to a 
new high of $9,600,000,000. This 
was $1,600,000,000 higher than a 
year ago. 

Boost in Auto Buying. 

The Federal Reserve Board, 
which used to set strict rules on 
installment buying, reports that 
buying automobiles on time gave 
the total its biggest boost. Per- 
gons with the ready cash, plus 
“extras,” for cars were taken care 
of by the auto industry some time 
back. Auto salesmen are now 
concentrating on those with an 
income that permits paying 80 
much a month. The board says 
credits against autos total nearly 
$2,800,000,000; credits against re- 
frigerators, television sets, furnt- 
ture and the like $2,500,000,000; 
and installment loans by financial 
institutions rather than retailers 
atand at nearly $4,400,000,000, 

Consumer credit has been the 
whipping boy during much of the 
postwar turmoil over inflation and 
deflation. Curbs on installment 
buying were tightened when finan- 
cial authorities wanted to discour- 
age the public from bidding up 


the price of scarce articles. Later, 
when the country moved over from 
a sellers’ to a buyers’ market, 
business men complained that 
tight credit restrictions were keep- 
ing them from moving goods on 
their store floors, and the curbs 
were relaxed. When Congress 
feared the country was in for a 
sharp recession, it allowed curbs 
to lapse, to encourage the public 
to buy again, even if it didn’t have 
all the cash in pocket. Appparent- 
ly, it has worked. Home appliance 
plants that had closed for lack of 
orders have reopened and report 
sales booming. 

Effect of Installment Credit. 

Thomas B. McCabe, chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board, 
points out: “Installment credit is 
the volatile and dynamic element 
in consumer financing. It is sub- 
ject to wide fluctuations and 
exerts a pervasive effect on con- 
sumer demand and prices.” He 
adds the moral, as the board sees 
it: “When economic recession sets 
in, accumulated credit remains to 
be paid off in the period of con- 
traction.” 

That is the real danger in buy- 
ing on time—what might happen 
to all business if enough persons 
can’t keep up their payments, or 
are so debt-ridden they can’t buy 
anything else from the stores. 

Installment credit has risen since 
the end of the war from two bil- 
lion dollars to $9,600,000,000. In 
1939 it was $4,400,000,000. Although 
it is now more than double pre- 
war, economists say the present 
total is not at all dangerously high 
in a land where the national in- 
come and industrial production is 
as great as in ours. 

Many citizens, their confidence 
restored after last spring’s jitters, 
apparently are willing to buy 
again, if they don’t have to pay 


until later. 


‘WAC CORPORAL’ 
ROCKET SAID TO 
TOP 5000 M.P.H. 


PASADENA, Calif., Oct. ll 
«(UP)—A “Wac Corporal” rocket 
has traveled more than 5000 miles 
an hour to break all existing 
rocket speed records, a scientist 
disclosed today. 

The “Wac” was launched from 
the nose of a German V-2 rocket 
which already was in full flight 
at White Sands, N. M., a few 
months ago, Prof. H. J. Stewart of 
California Institute of Technology 
told a seiminar yesterday. The 
“Wac” was designed at Caltech 
and attained a speed almost twice 
that of a V-2.

National Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispateh, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. 
TALKED to Junior today. Jun- 
ior thinks the American Navy 
is here to stay. Junior has an 
old-fashioned idea that the Navy, 
which helped to win World War 
II in co-operation with the Army, 
the Air Force, the Marine Corps, 
the Coast Guard, etc., might prove 
useful in any future war. 
Junior is the most publicized 
naval hero of the last war—Wil- 
liam Frederick Halsey Jr., Admi- 
ral of the Fleet, of Elizabeth, N.J., 
Guadalcanal, Leyte Bay and To- 
kyo. Out of respéct to his father, 
Bill Halsey still styles himself 
junior although he is striking for 
the biblical age of three score and 
ten. 
Bill Halsey (also known as. Bull, 
a tribute to his younger days of 
combat) is no bull in a chin 
shop, but he’s still full of fight. 
He thinks his beloved Navy is 
getting a raw deal from the po- 
liticos at the Pentagon who have 
never seen a Jap Zero in action, 
have never faced a Jap Kamikaze 
(suicide attack) on a carrier, have 
never ridden out a typhoon in the 
Japan sea. 
American heroes usually experi- 
ence short shrift with the sup- 
posedly ever-adoring public. Who 
remembers Richmond Pearson 
Hobson, if that was the name? 
remembers Adm. Dewey, 
who never ran for President, or 
Adm. Farragut, who damned the 
torpedoes? 
Can’t Whip Deafness. 
Adm. Halsey has no complaints 
and he is grateful for small favors. 
He whipped the Nipponese, but 
he can’t whip deafness. Recogniz- 
ing this, congressional inquiry 
into the B-36 atomic bomber, at 
which he is scheduled to be a wit- 
ness, has permitted him to get 
away from other future witnesses, 
and sit up front, close to commit- 
tee members, who also are hard 
of hearing. After all, a fighting 
admiral who has herded the enemy 
from Tulagi to Junda, from Ta- 
rawa to Okinawa, is entitled to 
as much consideration as the com- 
mittee members from Pennsyl- 
vania, Louisiana, Texas or Mis- 
souri. 
Describing Junior Halsey is not 
easy. He has the same bushy eye- 
brows as John L. Lewis, but he 
does not throw his weight around 
and he does not quote Shakes- 
peare. In fact, Halsey is a fight- 
ing man, not a talking man. 
Some of Halsey’s best quotes have 


*/ close the windows to protect the 


furnishings from damage. 


“Dammit,” the Admiral would 
explain, “I don’t know why I do 
this. After all, this house belongs 
to the Nips.” 


A Believer in Unity. 


Then as now, Halsey was a firm 
believer in unity of the armed 
forces. Unity to Halsey was more 
important than formality. Halsey 
decreed that his sailors, soldiers 
and marines should wear the same 
uniforms as far as possible. Hal- 
sey ordered that all of his men 
should go without neckties. This, 
to the armed forces, was radical- 
ism rampant. 


Furthermore, Halsey served no- 
tice that if the various armed 
forces did not co-operate, he would 
have stencilled on the seat of 
every man’s pants an insignia at- 
testing that he belonged to a 
united force. This did not become 
necessary, for Halsey did succeed 
in bringing some unity out of 
chaos. Now, he fears, the desire 
for unity has been misconverted 
into a craving for extinction—of 
the Navy. 


Halsey triumphant is well known 
to American people. 


Halsey despondent is not so well 
known. I recall two instances of 
despondency. Once the Admiral 
was having leg trouble, something 
more serious than the foot trou- 
bles which compelled him to wear 
Carpet slippers when directing a 
battle from his flagship bridge. 
When I called on Halsey, he re-

Son No Longer in Navy. 

Incidentally, Halsey’s son has 
retired from the Navy and is en- 
gaged in business in New York. 
Like many another young man 
who fought for his country, he be- 
lieves there is no future in fight- 
ing. As they phrase it, where 
does it get you, in the end? Re- 
serve officers usually had to play 
second fiddle to the Annapolis 
graduates. And now the Annap- 
olis boys complain they are being 
subordinated to the Air Force 
wonder children. 


Anyway, Junior (that is, Senior) | 


Halsey is fighting mad and has 
at least one more salvo left in his 
magazine. At his age, he has mel- 
lowed and is not overly conten- 
tious, but his last contention is 
that the United States Navy, hav- 
ing done its share*’to win every 
war for our nation, should not be 
counted out of any future war.

Unbalanced Protection Chosen as Easiest 
Way Out of Dilemma of Meeting Rus-

HROUGH no fault of the Air 
of truth among the volumes 


WASHINGTON. 
Force, there is an important grain 
of dusty chaff that are being so 


angrily blown about the Capito! by the embattled naval aviators. 


Our defense has not been balanced since the war: it is not balanced 
today, and if present plans are followed, its will not be balanced for 


a long time to come. 


This is so because our civilian 
political leaders have chosen to 
gamble on the deterrent effect of 
our strategic aviation and our 
stockpile of atomic weapons. The 
joint Chiefs of Staff have not 
recommended this gamble, any 
more than they have approved 
Adm. Radford’s project for de- 
fending ourselves against a non- 
naval power by investing the bulk 
of our resources In the Navy. The 
gamble has been chosen as the 
easiest way out of a dilemma. 

The dilemma is, of course, 
whether to meet the challenge of 
Soviet rearmament, with all the 
attendant effort and expense or 
to avoid the effort and expense, 
and not meet the challenge. The 
gamble on strategic aviation plus 
an atomic stockpile represents an 
attempt to escape both of the 
dilemma’s extremely uncomfort- 
able horns. By the standards of 
modern war, it is only moderately 
expensive to maintain the neces- 
sary groyps of B-29s and B-36s 
and to push forward with the 
atomic energy program. Yet it 
can be (and is) argued that the 
Soviet Union will never risk ag- 
gression, while the masters of the 
Kremlin know their country “can 
be put back into the fourteenth 
century in a matter of weeks.” 


Reason for Gamble. 


The main reason why we have 
drifted into this immense gamble 
on a simple deterrent, is probably 
the most obvious reason. In the 
past four years, only three lead- 
ers of the Administration really 
have believed in rearming in 
earnest. But Robert A. Lovett is 
now in New York; Averell Harri- 
man is in Paris, and James V. 
Forrestal is in Arlington Ceme- 
tery. They alone asked, “What 
needs to be done?” The question 
asked nowadays is, “What can be 
done?” which, being interpreted, 
means, “What is it convenient to 
do?” 

In part, it is understandable 
why the underlying question of all 
policy-making is being rather dif- 
ferently phrased nowadays than 
in the past. Even under Lovett, 
the State Department staff was 
always primarily political-minded. 
They regarded the world-contest 
with the Soviet Union as chiefly 


a political contest. They feared 
that the defense effort would be 
competitive with the gigantic ef- 
forts needed to build strong eco- 
nomic-political foundations under 


the free world. They came peril- 

ously close to deprecating such 

purely strategic developments in 

_ Range ce policy as the Atlantic 
act. 


Now, moreover, although in 
Dean G. Acheson we have a Sec- 
retary of State of the greatest at- 
tainments, it is not possible for 
Acheson to take the part that 
Lovett did in American defense 
planning. Indeed, it is hard 
enough for Achesog to protect his 
own field of policy-making from 
unwarranted incursions from the 
defense establishment. 


Meanwhile, at the defense es- 
tablishment, Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson has sought to 
brealk the wasteful habits of the 
armed services, which have done 
so much to prevent strajght-think- 
ing about defense problems. But 
Johnson lacks the ripe politico- 
strategic experience of a Lovett 
o> a Forrestal; and he is also im- 
mensely ambitious. Thus he is in- 
evitably tempted to go beyond 
true economy, and to make the 
false economies that look fine now 
but may cost, later on, untold 
lives and incalculable treasure. 


Other Influences. 


Finally, there is the Bureau of 
the Budget, with its great influ- 
ence and its natural professional 
deformation. There is the chair- 
man of the Economic Advisory 
Council, Dr. Edwin Nourse, with 
his peculiar doctrine that Ameér- 
ica, the wealthiest nation the 
world has seen, is not rich 
enough to defend herself. And 
there is the Secretary of the 
Treasury, John Snyder, with his 
great influence on the President,

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come not from Halsey but from 
his entourage. If left to his own 
devices, Halsey would fight all 
day, read a little, drink a ameg 
and say nothing. A typical Ann-! 
apolis man, an outsider might say. 
But this silent senior from the 
silent service will explode when 
you call his attention to recent 
articles by commentators suggest- 
ing that the Navy has outlived its 
day and that its victories over the 
Japanese may have been due to 
the questionable fact that the 
Japanese, unlike the Germans, 
were a second-rate enemy. 
“Second-rate,” old Bill snorts. 
“Maybe it’s the commentators who 
are second-rate.” 

The Gift of Silence. 
How does old Bill (Junior) Hal- 
sey look today? One starts always 
with his famous bushy eyebrows 
which can match John L. Lewis's 
hair for hair, pluck for pluck. But 
there the resemblance ends. Lewis 
is gifted with Elizabethan drama- 
turgy. Halsey has the gift of si- 
lence. He is not a conscious actor, 
and he worries more about his 
hearing than his hair. 
Halsey at this late date still 
bears a pixie quality. He may not 
be Peter Rabbit but he is akin. 
More than one reporter has re- 
marked his resemblance to the 
small fry characters drawn for 
the New Yorker magazine by Wil- 
liam Steig. 
This correspondent first met 
Halsey in New Caledonia. New 
Caledonia is a French island, a 
former penal colony; and war cor- 
respondents, like admirals, always 
grateful for small favors, were 
thankful at not being subjected 
to ball and chains, 
For an American, Bill Halsey 
Was most considerate. He had 
taken over the Japanese consulate 
for his headquarters.

Men Depreciate, Too 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is difficult to understand why Ben- 
jamin Fairless of the United States Steel 
Corp. resists with such firmness the 
suggestion that the employer shall pay 
the entire cost of insurance, welfare 
benefits and pensions for employes. He 
@ays that American industry alone can- 
mot pay that cost; that the workers in 
the industry must help. 

Yet, Mr. Fairless and other representa- 
tives of industrial management regu- 
larly apply industry earnings toward 
meeting the entire cost of depreciation 
of machinery. Apparently, they are not 
worried over the ability of American in- 
dustry to pay the entire cost of such de- 
preciation, or over the effect of such 
payment on prices, dividends or wages. 
They see the folly of urging that the 
worker share the cost of depreciation of 
the machinery. 

Manifestly, the worker is as essential 
to production as is machinery; and he 
depreciates, too, just like the machine. 
The work of production wears him down 
as it does the machine. It is as logical 
to include in the price of the product 
the entire cost of. depreciating the 
worker as to include the entire cost of 
depreciating the machine. Neither of 
such costs should be saddled upon the 
employee. | 

More succinctly, the matter is stated 
‘by the Steel Industry Board appointed 
by the President, July 15, 1949, thus: 
“Social insurance and pensions should 
be considered a part of normal business 
costs to take care of temporary and 
permanent depreciation in the human 
‘machine,’ in much the same way as 
provision is made for depreciation and 
insurance of plant and machinery. This 
obligation should be among the first 
charges on revenues.” 

Mr, Fairless’ stand, which presently 
threatens the hation’s prosperity, is con- 
trary to reason and against the trend of 
the times.

Strong Help Down River 


The many friends of the Current river will be 
glad to know that the Memphis Press-Scimitar 
has joined in the campaign against the dams 
proposed for that jewel among Ozark streams. 

The Memphis newspaper’s opposition is all- 
out. Edward J. Meeman, the Press-Scimitar’s 
editor, last Saturday notified Col. T. A. Lane of 
the Army Engineers at Little Rock that his 
newspaper “hereby registers its protest and the 
editor his individual protest against the dam- 
ming of the Current river.” 

This opposition is particularly significant be- 
cause it comes from a city south of the Current 
river—174 miles below Doniphan, Mo., proposed 
site for one of the dams. 

Since the dams are supposed to figure in 
flood control, it is clear that the Press-Scimitar 
is little impressed with the “need” for Current 
river dams for that purpose. 

Indeed, the Memphis paper assigned’ staff 
writers to float down the Current river into 
Arkansas to gather first-hand information. Edi- 
tor Meeman wanted to know the arguments on 
both sides and why so many persons are so op- 
posed to the dams. 

One of the findings of the Memphis reporters 
was that new timber is coming back onto the 
hills so that runoff water is much slower than it 
used to be. Fast runoff has been a factor in 
floods. 

The conclusion follows that scientific refor- 
estation would do more good than dams in hold- 
ing rainwater on the land—and not inundate 
magnificent springs such as Round and Alley, 
and other natural beauties and playgrounds of 
the people. 

The Press-Scimitar has joined a worthy fight, 
and we congratulate it on its stand. The opposi- 
tion which is gathering itself for the Newport 
hearing is certain to take new spirit from this 
stanch support down river. 

The Post-Dispatch summarized last Sunday 
the case against the Army Engineers’ highly un- 
democratic procedure in trying to get these 
dams approved. Though all the land which 
would be flooded by them is in Missouri, only 
one hearing in nine has been held in Missouri 
and that one, at Doniphan, was in the midst of 
the war when people were occupied with more 
important things. It is hard to escape the con- 


clusion that the schedule of hearings has been ' 


stacked so that lovers of the Current river and 
the Ozark springs would find it anything but 
easy to make their protest felt. 

These tactics need a thorough presentation 
to the public and it is splendid that the Mem- 
phis Press-Scimitar will spread the facts to its 
readers in Arkansas. 
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Calmness in Controversy 

In commenting on the Peekskill riots, Free- 
dom House proposes some excellent rules for 
communities on how to deal with Communist 
meetings. This same sound advice would apply 
to any other controversial gathering. 

The Peekskill affair was an outstanding ex- 
ample of what not to do. Veterans’ groups broke 
up a left-wing rally led by Paul Robeson. There 
was inadequate police protection and there was 
violence. This was fine for Communist propa- 
ganda, which over the world pictured American 
democracy in the worst possible light. 

Under the guidance of former Secretary of 
War Patterson, Freedom House urges citizens 
to avoid interference with such meetings, to give 
thefn police protection, to punish lawbreakers 
if violence occurs and to encourage newspapers 
not to give sensational treatment to the affairs. 

The rules have two advantages. Primarily, they 
are in accord with our ideas of civil liberty, and 
the right of any man to speak his piece. Beyond 
that, they weaken the objectives of Communists, 
Fascists and groups of that nature by giving 
them just the attention they deserve, which is 
not much, 

St. Louis saw in 1946 how violent opposi- 
tion to a demagogue builds his audience and 
publicizes his ideas. What Freedom House sug- 
gests, by contrast, is democratic treatment of 
incendiary movements. That is the best way to 
keep them harmless. 
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For the Indians—a Veto 

Two of the American Indian’s most devoted 
friends, Oliver LaFarge and John Collier, have 
started a campaign appealing to President Tru- 
man to veto the Navajo-Hopi bill passed by Con- 
gress last week. 

As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, this is 
ostensibly an $88,000,000 relief measure, but it 
is likely to do the Indians much more harm 
than good. In the guise of making them citizens 
of the states in which they live, it is likely to 
strip them of ancient tribal properties, end their 
way of life, and put them under the control of 
prejudiced neighbors. 

Many persons have supported this legislation 
with the best of intentions. But its sinister pos- 
sibilities are revealed even more clearly by a 
series of other bills which may be enacted in its 
wake. Even of this measure, Mr. Collier says: 


The bill does not appropriate one penny. 
It merely reiterates authorizations of ap- 
propriations, all of which are years and 
decades old. .. . A section of the bill places 
these 65,000 tribal Indians under state laws. 
. . » Thus, water rights and many property 
rights would be adjudicated by their non- 
Indian neighbors. This water right feature 
alone can cost the Navajos $100,000,000 and 
kill their economic development forever. 


The Indians of the Southwest do need help. 
We trust 
that the President will veto this measure, and 
call for one adequate to its genuine purpose. 
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Landmark of American Leadership 

Close upon the renewal of President Truman’s 
authority to enter reciprocal trade agreements, 
the State Department has announced pacts with 
10 additional nations, making 30 participants in 
the program. This means that a preponderance 
of the world’s peoples live in the hope that the 
steady reduction of trade barriers will promote 
mutual prosperity and improve the balance of 
power upon which world peace depends. The 
most conspicuous non-members; naturally, are 
the Soviet Union and Argentina, which prefer to 
manipulate foreign trade so as to strengthen 
home dictatorships and wage economic war on 
their neighbors. 

On top of this enlargement of the reciprocal 
trade bloc, Raymond P. Brandt reports, Presi- 
dent Truman will probably proceed to use his 
recently renewed tariff-cutting power to the full. 
If so, the over-all tariff handicap the United 
States imposes on foreign goods will amount to 
only about 10 per cent on the value of the goods 
—and this isn’t counting.the two-thirds. of im- 
ported items that come in duty-free. |

hibitive Hawley-Smoot tariff rates of 1930 by 
75 per cent. As a result of this program, this 
nation can be proud of its remarkable strides in 
bargaining down the trade barriers of other 
nations as well as our own. And with the pride 
goes the comfort that it has been accomplished 
with so little real pain to American producers. 

In no field has the United States more ef- 
fectively expressed its latter-day role as the 
world’s greatest single reservoir of productive 
power and efficiency. This nation has happily 
grown up to where it need not fear foreign 
competition and can welcome it. 
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Austrians Stand by Figl 

Sometimes it seems that the Austrians have 
more of a flair for democracy than most Euro- 
peans. Sunday’s elections were another demon- 
stration of this. The middle-of-the-road People’s 
party and the moderate Socialists won 77 and 67 
parliamentary seats respectively. A coalition of 
these two will continue to govern with a major- 
ity of 144 of the 165 votes in the lower chamber, 
Next in strength is the new League of Indepen- 
dents with 16 seats. 

The popular voting was a little closer than the 
parliamentary results would suggest. The Peo- 
ple’s party got 1,844,000 votes; the Socialists, 
1,621,000, and the League of Independents, 489,- 
000. The Communists were fourth with 212,000. 

The Austrians long ago made it clear that few 
of them are naive enough politically to succumb 
to Red blandishments. They have had experi- 
ence with the Red brethren, thank you. That 
makes it a little surprising that the Indepen- 
dents, a neo-Nazi outfit, should have polled al- 
most 500,000 votes. The Austrians also have 
had experience with fascism. At least semi- 
fascist governments were in control in Vienna 
much of the time between the wars. 

There must be some fascists left, especially in 
the rural areas. If they muster no more strength 
than they did on Sunday, they will not be cause 
for much alarm. But they will bear watching. 

And they are sure to be watched by Chancel- 
lor Figl. There is nothing fuzzy about this red- 
headed bantam’s sense of democratic values. His 
convictions were tested by torture in the con- 
centration camps. He is very sure that they are 
worth a fight to the death. 

But Figl would rather not be melodramatic 
He prefers to concentrate on 
practical problems of housing, food and employ- 
ment. He knows how difficult these matters are 
made by Russian insistence on the continued oc- 
cupation of his country. And he knows, too, 
that its sharply reduced size will be a source of 
tribulations even after the occupation is ended. 
So he is glad that two wars did not altogether 
drain off the traditional vivacity of his country- 
men. He knows that when things seem utterly 
black, a waltz can be worth more than a debate. 

Either because he is so much like the Aus- 
trians or because they are so much like Herr 
Figl, people and government do seem to have a 
special gift for making the best of hard times. 
In the days of the dictators, the Austrians were 
much less ready than their German and Italian 
neighbors to rush after extremists. That may 
be why their government seems healthy today. 
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Routine Business 

It was strictly routine husiness for the police. 
They picked up two 17-year-old boys and a 
9-year-old who had damaged Special School No. 
1 to an extent estimated as high as $4000. Such 
vandalism is common, but probably few St. 
Louisans know how common it is. 

In two months, nine schools were ransacked. 
The list of damage always sounds the same: 
windows broken, paint smeared on walls, ink 
spread on books and floors, reams of paper torn. 
Thievery is seldom the main object. 

Then what is? The only conscious purpose 
the youngsters ever admit is purposeless wreck- 
age, and even they are mystified as to why they 
do it. No doubt psychologists would find an im- 
pelling motive in some hidden hate of school. 

Vandalism is so ordinary that it seldom re- 
ceives much press attention. A case that did 
make news was the opening of the Turner-Hunt 
mausoleum at Calvary Cemetery. The teen- 
agers involved were made to write themes on 
the pioneers buried there. But much vandalism 
involves even younger children, and correction 
for these can seldom be so poetic. They wouldn't 
understand. 

Teachers can try to make schools a happier 
place for their little malcontents, while all police 
can do is to give chase after vandalism has been 
committed. But in the end the problem winds 
up with the parents. That is exactly where it 
began, because both conscience and discipline, 
in the very young, are products of the home. 
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For a Rule on the Merits 


Texas and Louisiana hed a lot of cheek to 
try to get the United States Supreme Court to 
dismiss the tidelands oil suits against them on 
no better grounds than those they raised. Op- 
posing a settlement of the issue on its merits, 
these two states tried to block a ruling on a 
point of procedure. 

And what a point of procedure! Both states 
tried to argue the Supreme Justices into declar- 
ing themselves without the authority to decide a 
controversy between the United States and in- 
dividual states without first having the consent 
of the state involved. 

Chief Justice Vinson and his associates could 
not have accepted the view of Texas and Louisi- 
ana without abandoning one of their most im- 
portant functions—the role of referee in our 
federal system, 

What agency is to settle a dispute between 
two states or between the national government 
and one of the states if it is not to be settled by 
the Supreme Court? The answer is that there 
is no other agency. 

Fortunately the Supreme Court does not need 
to act in this capacity often but when the occa- 
sion arises the court is there to function. 

The basic issue here is preservation for the 
people of the United States of a vital oil reserve 
which would be greatly needed in the event of 
a national emergency. This takes precedence 
over every other consideration. 

Let these cases now go on for argument and 
adjudication as soon as is commensurate with 
their importance. Since the Supreme Court has 
refused to dismiss the cases, the oil exploiting 
interests might just as well get busy and facili- 
tate the decision. 

Meantime, the backers of quitclaim legislation 
in this same controversy should be watched 
carefully. They now will be almost sure to re- 
double their efforts to detour around the Su- 
preme Court. The stakes are high ahd these 
fellows are playing for keeps.

Is Atomic Secrecy Really Wise?

Nothing has ever been allowed to chal- 
lenge the broad principle that learning, and 
working, and debate, and unorthodoxy are 
“unalienable” rights of the individual per- 
son. When war ended, we expected govern- 
ment promptly to give up the emergency 
powers to which we had submitted. But in 
our generation war became so rapidly and 
so generaliy “total” that it no longer began 
and ceased with military activity. 

Moreover, the newly discovered power of 


“the atom had suddenly become the element 


which, in a world of 
tension, made even 
peace a “wartime.” 
So we acquiesced 
readily in a program 
for atomic develop- 
ment and control 
which limited individ- 
ual liberties even 
more rigidly than we 
had limited them in 
war heretofore.

dark hole, hidden from the people, as it 
stands to lose by establishing a prece- 
dent and pattern of permanent absolutism 
in government.

No Such Power Elsewhere 


Or, to put it the other way, are not the 
risks of empowering a commission of five 
men, no matter how apparently brilliant 
and statesmanlike, with our whole fate as 
a nation and as individuals—are not those 
risks too great even to compensate for the 
theoretical “security” on which this enor- 
mous grant of power is premised? Would 
we grant to five men—any five men—the 
same autocratic power over industry, or 
labor, or agriculture? 

How do we know that their achievements 
in atomic development are what they ought 
to be? How do we know that our progress 
in this field, even though it is outstripping 
the world as yet, is outstripping it as far 
and as fast as our superior facilities ought 
to do? How do we know, for that matter, 
that these five men are faithful to their 
charge that they are above reproach in 
their loyalty, ‘hat they are the most com- 
petent individuals available’ 


Where Congress Loves Ignorance 


The Register hastens to add that it has 
no misgivings about the original or present 
members of the commission. But what we 
think doesn’t affect at all the point we are 
making. Our judgment is.no better than 
anyone's else’s, in a democracy. 

How can a democratic people judge the 
competency and other qualities of any pub- 
lic commission or body unless it insists 
upon knowing what that commission is 
doing, and why? Is it not possible that, if 
the present degree of secrecy is main- 
tained, we might one day wake up with a 
scandal of unimaginable proportions on our 
hands—or, worse yet, with the discovery 
that, months or years earlier, administra- 
tive red tape and bungling had “bogged 
down” our most vital national project? 


It is not easy for us to implant such sus- 
picions in our reader’s minds, because we 
have the greatest confidence in the com- 
mission up to now. But we know of no 
other way in which to jar American citi- 
zens into a realization of what they are 
doing to our democratic traditions by sub- 
mitting so indifferently to this new philo- 
sophy of permanent absolutism in our gov- 
ernmental monopoly of the world’s most 
critical scientific field. 

Congress is completely “sold” on this, ap- 
parently. The Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy will not even let 
the commission of five men tell it how 
many atomic bombs we have! 


Retreat to Deeper Dark? 


We have a suspicion that the commission 
itself would be elated to get itself on a 
truly democratic foundation, so that it 
could report the whole truth (except per- 
haps for secondary military data about lo- 
cations, etc.) to the American people. The 
law does not permit it to do this. If Con- 
gress will not even permit itself to know 
these things, we presume that it is not at 
all likely to alter the law. 

Nevertheless, the question keeps goading 
us. 

Do we still believe in democracy? 

Do we still believe that a people has a 
right to guide its own destiny, even though 
it will inevitably make some mistakes? 

Do we still believe that, since power can 
only be delegated to human beings rather 
than omniscient deities, it is safer for the 
people not to delegate absolute power 
blindly ? 


ergy Commission had asked these ques- 
tions, they would have made some sense. 
But instead, what most of them are driving 
at is an even more severe cringing from 
light and hiding from public view. 


Our Maturity on Trial 


Despite the damage that has been done 
already to the morale of democracy, 
through statutory prohibitions against the 
freedom of research and public discussion, 
they want more of it. The 99.44 per cent 
suppression of knowledge which we have 
had is not “pure” enough. 

To his credit, Senator Brien McMahon, 
chairman of the Joint Committee, keeps 
talking about this. He keeps reviving 
these provoking questions about whether 
our democratic habits are worth shoring up 
—or shall we just let the revetments drift 
away with the flood? 

Democracy is itself a risk. It always 
has been and always will be. But it is a 
calculated risk. We know what the dan- 
gers are in letting people spread knowl- 
edge and ideas freely. 

Are we not yet mature enough to know 
what the dangers are in not letting people 
spread knowledge and ideas? Or have we

For the larger part, this book retells the 
stories previously published in Reader's 
Digest by the author, who states that 
the events in this chronicle are “closely 
linked” with the medical reporting in that 
magazine. In all, there are 14 chapters 
(each one a separate essay), a short bibli- 
ography, and a good index. These essays 
tell the stories—all of them more or less 
sad tales—of the trials and tribulations of 
individual and noble medical knights in 
armor, battling to protect the health of the 
public against the odds of a selfish, mer- 
cenary and militantly organized profes- 
sion of medicine. 


Each chapter tells a story bound up with 
the accomplishments of a particular pro- 
tagonist selected by De Kruif. So that 
when all is over, the reader has learned 
much of value about some of the vitamins 
used in the treatment of some of the so- 
called deficiency diseases, such as pellagra 

and pernicious ane- 

mia. He learns also 

some of the facts 

about rheumatic fever 

and infectious valvu- 

lar heart disease, the

Stengel’s frank admission of his 
intention to quit, “if we lost,” hit 
strongest at two other managers 
who have the same decision to 
make—Burt Shotton of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers and Joe McCarthy of 
the Boston Red Sox. 

Following the Dodgers’ loss to 
the Yankees in the world series 
Sunday, Shotton was in no mood 
to discuss his possible return in 
1950. It is common knowledge 
that Brooklyn officials expected a 
winner this year and neither is it 
a secret that they were keenly 


disappointed by the Dodgers’ loss | 


in the series. 
What About McCarthy? 
McCarthy’s possible return to 
Boston in 1950 is cloaked in as 
much mystery. 


Tom Yawkey, Red Sox owner, | 


and General Manager Joe Cronin 
have said that McCarthy is free 
to return next season if he 
chooses, but the Buffalo, N.Y., 
baseball veteran has not come 
right out and said he will. 

Boston players claim it is a mat- 
ter of pride with McCarthy. He 
was desperately determined to win 
the 1949 American League pen- 
nant and when he lost, he took it 
as a bitter personal disappoint- 
ment. 

Winner of eight pennants while 
managing the Yankees, McCarthy 
has asked Red Sox officials for 
time to mull over his decision.

Chiang Said to Consider 
Giving Up the Capital 
Without Fight — En- 
voys Advised to Leave. 


CANTON, Oct. 11 (AP)—Com- 
munist troops today drove to with- 
in 40 miles of Canton, which al- 
ready is the Nationalist capital in 
name only. 

The flight of officials to the 
new capital to be set up at Chung- 
king stepped up as the Reds drove 
swiftly southward. 

Latest city to fall was Tsingyun, 
40 miles to the north, reports 
reaching here said. There was no 
report of Nationalist opposition. 
Earlier, the Reds were said to 
have occupied Yingtak without op- 
position. That town is 75 miles 
north of Canton. 

Chiang Visits Canton. 

Meanwhile, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek made a quick 
visit to Canton today, and went 
into immediate conference with 
Nationalist leaders headed by act- 
ing President Li Tsung-jen. It was 
reported they considered the 
abandoning of Canton without a 
fight. 

Li and the entire Nationalist 
Cabinet will flee Canton tomor- 
row, informed sources said, and 
the last Nationalist officials will 
leave by Friday. 

An official notice to foreign 
diplomatic representatives sgaid 
the capital would be abandoned 
by the Nationalist Government by 
next Saturday. Unofficial hints 
passed along with the note ad- 
vised foreign diplomats to get out 
now, however, and not wait for 
Saturday. 

Official reports said the new co- 
capital of Nationalist China would 
be established at Chungking Oct. 
20. It was expected, however, that 
the major forces of the Govern- 
ment would go to the island for- 
tress of Formosa. 


Collapse Came Overnight. 
The military situation on the 
northern front collapsed overnight 
when the last Nationalist defense 
force under Gen. Li Huan-chi 
abandoned Yingtak, 70 miles north 
of Canton, and fell back to 
Tsingyun. 

The Nationalist commander halt- 
ed his retreat at Tsingyun but a 
swiftly-moving Communist ob 
umn by-passed the town. 

To the north, meanwhile, the 
Communists were reported to have 
thrown their full strength into a 
drive to rout Gen. Pai Chung- 
hsi’s Nationalist forces, reported 
withdrawing through central and 
western Hunan province. 
Fighting for the Shaoyang and 


Hengyang highway was described 
as heavy.

U.S. LISTS 350 TEMS 
IN TARIFF REDUCTION |¢ 


Detailed Schedule Under An- 
necy Reciprocal Agreements | 
Is Announced. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Cuts in American tariffs on 350 
items ranging from clothespins to 
olive oil are covered in a detailed 
list announced as a follow-up to 
trade concession agreements with 
30 other countries. 

The detailed list was made pub- 
lic yesterday by the State Depart- 
ment, which the day before had 
announced the agreements reached 
at the 3l-nation conference at An- 
necy, France, last summer. The 
agreements call for the United 
States to reduce duties on about 
$250,000,000 of foreign imports. 

In return, the foreign govern- 
ments pledged to cut their rates 
on American imports such as au- 
tomobiles, motion pictures, cereals, 
tobacco, cotton and fresh fruit. 
This promise was hedged by their 
right to impose import quotas to 
keep out American goods when 
seg scarce dollar supply demands 

Ten countries with which the 
United States negotiated directly 
received substantial help in get- 
ting their key exports into the 
United States cheaper, under the 
agreement. These benefits were 
also extended automatically by the 
United States to virtually all the 
rest of the countries of the world 
by virtue of clauses in present 
commercial agreements. 

For example Denmark won 50 
per cent duty reductions on its 
butter. and sterling silver exports 
to the United States; Italy, cuts 
in olive oil, lemons, cheese, toma- 
to products and ‘wool felt hat 
bodies; Sweden, matches, steel 
products, wrapping paper, clothes 
pins; Greece, cigarette leaf, olive 
oil, currants. 

Liberia, rubber and palm oil; Ur- 
uguay, beef, meat products, hides 
and skins; Dominican Republic, 
molasses; Finland, paper and pulp 
board, hewn granite and birch 
plywood, and Haiti, mahogany 
household wares such as trays, 
bowls and platters.

Another Test 
On Public Power 
To Be Ruled On 


Government to Ap- 
peal Idaho. Deci- 
sion for Private 


Utility Lines.

NOTHER crucial public power 
A test case is on its way to the 

Supreme Court. Attorney Gen- 
eral Howard McGrath and Interior 
Secretary Julius Krug set this in 
motion by their decision to chal- 
lenge the ruling by United States 
District Judge Charles A. Cava- 
nah, Boise, Idaho, that the Idaho 
Power Co, could not be barred 
from erecting a transmission line 
over Government-owned land. 

If the ruling is sustained, it will 
have far-reaching effect on the 
Administration’s public power pro- 
gram, particularly in the West. 
Twenty-six other utilities have 
similar construction plans. Until 
Cavanah’s decision, the Interior 
Department exercised complete 
authority over such projects. 

The Government’s appeal will 
be filed in the San Francisco 
Circuit Court. Whatever the out- 
come there, the case will be taken 
to the Supreme Court.

HEARS ARGUMENT 
ON NON-AED CAT 


Justice Department De- 
fends Taft Act Provi- 
sion Against Challenge 
by Union. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The Justice Department argued 
before the Supreme Court yester- 
day that Congress could compel 
all union members to swear they 
are not Communists if they wish 
to use National Labor Relations 
Board machinery. , 

The assertion was made by So- 
licitor General Philip B. Perlman 
in a defense of the non-Communist 
affidavit requirement of the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Act. It requires 
that officers of unions which wish 
to use the services of the NLRB 
must file such affidavits, 


The court’s ruling will be made 
at a later date. 

Validity of the requirement was 
attacked by the CIO American 
Communications Association. It 
ywas denied a place on the ballot 
at a collective bargaining election 
held by employes of Press Wireless 
Inc., in New York. Since the elec- 
tion more than a year ago the as- 
sociation’s officers have filed affi- 
davits. 

A special United States District 
Court in New York had upheld 
constitutionality of the Communist 
oath provision by a two-to-one vote. 
It was this verdict that the union 
had asked the Supreme Court to 
review. 

Government Contention. 

“This court knows,’ Perlman 
said, “that it is a tactic of the 
Communist party to attempt to 
gain control of labor unions. Na- 
tions have been imperiled, some 
overthrown because of infiltration 
of Communists into labor organ- 
izations. 

“Congress considered this and 
acted, not only to preserve the in- 
tegrity of labor unions, but be- 
cause it was necessary to protect 
our form of government.”

“Would you say that the oath 
requirement could be applied to 
all union members?’ 

“Yes,” Perlman replied. “When 
Congress conferred great powers 
on unions by passing the labor 
relations act—powers which were 
enforced by this court—certainly 
Congress has the authority to see 
that those powers are not used to 
the detriment of this nation. 

“This statute has not gone as 
far as it has the right to go. No 
one can argue that Congress is 
paralyzed—unable to act—in the 
face of evidence of communistic 
activities accumulated in the last 
10 or 20 years.” 

Constitutionality Questioned. 

Victor Rabinowitz, New York 
attorney for the union, argued that 
the Communist oath requirement 
violates various guarantees of the 
Constitution, including those of 
free speech, press and assembly. 

“The Government,’ ’ Rabinowitz 
said, “contends that this statute 
does not regulate beliefs, but 
regulates conduct—that is, the 
calling of political strikes. The 
Government says the Communists 
are likely to call political strikes. 

“Well, in that case let Congress 
pass a law against political 
strikes. The Espionage Act of 
the First World War did it. Let’s 
not try to do the same thing now 
by pon 4 indirection as in the pro- 
vision of the Taft-Hartley act.” 

The association contends that if 
legislation against one political 
belief is valid, legislation against 
any unpopular minority group is 


also valid. Then, Rabinowitz ar-. 


gues, “democracy as we under- 
stand it no longer exists.” 


400 J. C. PENNEY WAREHOUSE 
WORKERS BACK AFTER STRIKE 


Four hundred warehouse work- 
ers of the J. C. Penney Co. Inc., 
400 South Fourteenth street, who 
have been on strike since Sept. 17, 
returned to work today following 
an agreement between the union 
and management to resume nego- 
tiations on a new wage contract. 

A spokesman for the AFL 
Warehouse and Distribution Work- 
ers’ Union, to which the strikers 
belong, said the agreement was 


the union here voted last night to 
return to work. 

The strike started 
months of negotiations for a new 
contract failed. The union said 
the company attempted to lower 
wages and make changes in the 
seniority clause that would make 
that clause worthless. When nego- 
tiations resume Thursday, a union 
officer said, some 25 issues will 
be taken up, including demands 
for a $5-a-week blanket increase.

St. Louisan Finds Relief From Headaches of Business in Making Turtle Soup

T’S hurricane time in Florida. 
Ja recent “big blow” leveled 

houses in West Palm Beach and 
struck citrus groves in the heart 
of the state. But south of the 
Everglades there was only enough 
wind to quiver the royal palms 
and at Key West, off the southern 
tip of the mainland, business and 
siestas went on about as usual. 

Following weather reports with 
apprehension, © W. Schumaker, 
hovered near the radio at 7401 
Stratford av., University City, Mo.

On deck, they were “turned 
turtle” on their backs to keep the 
tremendous weight of their cara- 
paces from crushing them.

The ini- 
tials of their captors were scrawled 
on their soft, rubbery bellies for

breakfast of boiled turtle and rice. 
To the crew, it was an old rou- 
tine. “Tortling” has supplied Cay- 
man Islanders with bread and -to- 
bacco money for 150 years. They 
get a little tired of turtle boiled, 
turtle baked, and turtle fried as 
steak. They see nothing romantic 
about the strange habits of the 
sleepy-eyed reptiles that infest 
shore waters near their village.

HE Schooner ‘Adams makes 

five trips a year from the Cay- 

man Islands to Key West. On 
shorter trips her crew fishes the 
waters east of Mexico. The ulti- 
mate goal is always Key West, 
where she coasts in with the 
breeze and drops her mud hooks 
at the foot of.Margaret street, 
near the cannery. Turtles are 
dumped into the corral where 
they swim about until butchered, 
in the sea water that flows be- 
tween concrete pillars. 

The Cayman Islanders dash for 
the nearest restaurant to catch 
up on ham-on-rye, papaya cock- 
tail, tamarind tea and “dillies” 
(sappadilos), Key West fruit that 
resembles a small potato. If he’s 
there, the new boss, E. W. Schu- 
maker, sticks to strong Cuban 
coffee, turtleburgers, and Key 
lime pie. And the turtles? They 
eat intermittently, even in home 
seaweed pastures, and go for days 
without disastrous effect due to 
the lack of eel grass. It’s likely 
that before too many more meals, 
a hurricane will blow them free. 
That’s one of Schumaker’s worries. 

He has found, too, that a Mis- 
souri farm doesn’t run itself when 
he’s away. Also, the heat of the 
sun on Florida’s coral sand is sa- 
lubrious in February, but it’s blis- 
tering hot in July. Not only that, 
but another hurricane is predicted, 
and the “torts” seem to have an 
ocean map of their own that 
shows the way back to Nica- 
ragua. 

Schumaker is not quite sure 
whether textiles are better than 
turtle soup, or whether turtle soup 
is less headache than his Missouri 
farm, where gulties, lack of rain, 
and February freeze aren’t half 
the hazard of a hurricane.

CHAPTER FIFTEEN. 


EX has become one of the 
S most discussed subjects of mod- 

ern times. The Victorians pre- 
tended it did not exist; the mod- 
erns pretend ‘that, nothing else 
exists. Some critics place all the 
blame on Freud: Emil Ludwig in 
his book, “Dr. Freud,” claims that 
the popularity of Freud is due to 
the fact that he made it possible 
for people to talk about sex under 
the guise of science. 

This is, of course, not the total 
explanation; Freudianism would 
never have become popular in a 
more normal civilization. Marx 
and Freud would not have writ- 
ten in the thirteenth century and 
would have had a trivial audience 
in the Elizabethan era; their ap- 
peal now is due to the. fact that 
the climate of the world is more 
favorable for such a philosophy. 
There had to be a materialist 
preparation for Sexism. Lewis 
Mumford rightly contends, “De- 
spite the scope Freud gave theo- 
retically to man’s deepest sub- 
jective impulses, he looked to 
science alone to effect man’s im- 
provement. Unconsciously, he ac- 
cepted as a final revelation of 
truth the ideology that was form- 
ulated in the eighteenth century; 
that of Locke, Hume, Diderot, Yol- 
taire.” Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr re- 
lates Freud to a reaction against 
false optimism: “The romantic 
pessimism which culminates in 
Freud may be regarded as sym- 
bolic of the despair which modern 
man faces when his optimistic il- 
lusions are dispelled; for under 
the perptual smile of modernity, 
there is a grimace of disillusion 
and cynicism.” Thomas Mann 
makes Schopenhauer the source. 

It is unhistorical and philosoph- 
ically unsound to blame Freud 
for the current overemphasis: in- 
stead of being the creator of the 
popularity of sex, he was rather 
its expression and its effect. Far 
from being the founder of an 
age, he was its postscript. There 
are some faithful disciples still 
writing who consider Freud's 
method and his philosophy as ab- 
solute truth; they bitterly and in- 
stantly resent any criticism, call- 
ing it “reactionary” or “obscur- 
antist.” But many others have 
already changed or abandoned 


fundamental Freudian ideas; 
among these are Karen Horney 
and Theodor Reik. 

The principal reason for sex 
deification is loss of belief in God. 
Once men lose God, they lose the 
purpose of life; and when the pur- 
pose of living is forgotten, the 
universe becomes meaningless. 
Man then tries to forget his emp- 
tiness in the intensity of a mo- 
mentary experience. 

There is no surer formula for 
discontent than to try to satisfy 
our cravings for the ocean of In- 
finite Love from the teacup of 
finite satisfactions. Nothing ma- 
terial, physical, or carnal can ever 
satisty man completely; he has an 
immortal soul which needs an 
Eternal Love. “Not by bread alone 
doth man live.” 

A second reason for the cult of 
sex is a desire to escape from 
the responsibility of living and 
from the unbearable voice of an 
uneasy conscience. By concentra- 
tion upon the unconscious, animal, 
primitive areas, guilt-ridden indi- 
viduals feel that they no longer 
need to fret about the meaning 
of life. Once God has been denied, 
then everything becomes permis- 
sible to them. By denying the 
ethical in life, they have substi- 
tuted license for liberty. 

Thatgis why. an age of carnal 
license is always an age of politi- 
cal-anarchy. The foundations of 
social life are shaken at the very 
moment when the foundations of 
family life are destroyed. The re- 
bellion of the masses against so- 
cial order, which Marx advocated, 
is matched by the rebellion of the 
libido and the animal instincts, 
which the sexists advocate within 
the individual, Both systems deny 
responsPbility—either. because his- 
tory is believed to be economically 
determined or because man is 
called biologically determined. 

A third reason for the over- 
emphasis on sex is the modern 
denial of immortality. Once the 
Eternal is denied, the Now be- 
comes all-important. When men 
believe in’ immortality, they not 
only seek the continuance of their 
spirit in eternity, but also the con- 
tinuance of their flesh, through 
the creation of families which 
will survive them and meet the 
challenge death otherwise pre- 


The denial of immortality 
thus gives death a double 
mastery, first over the person 
who denies survival, though he 
needs must die, and second by 
leading him to repudiate family 
life, which is now regarded as a 
mere hindrance to the pleasures 
of the brief hour of life. It is a 
historical fact that in times of 
disaster, epidemic, bombings, etc., 
some individuals who have no 
eternal values to sustain them, 
seeing the lease on life about to 
run out, plunge into orgies of 
debauchery. It is no accident that 
the present civilization, which has 
emphasized sex as no other age 
has, lives in constant fear of 
death. Baudelaire rightly pictured 
modern love as sitting on a skull. 
When the flesh is given a moral 
value, it produces life; when sex 
frustrates morality, it ends in 
death.

New Type Role for Haro 


Shy Comedian With the Glasses Is Now Imperial 
Potentate Lloyd, Head of the Mystic Shrine: 
Will Be in St. Louis This Week

HE man who was once known 

as “The Freshman” and 

“Grandma’s Boy” is back in 
the limelight again, but under a 
more mature and imposing title 
these days. As Imperial Potentate 
of the Shriners of North America, 
Harold Lloyd, famed motion pic- 
ture comedian of an earlier era, 
will. convene in St. Louis this 
weekend with 5000 of his nobles, 
representatives of the Central 
States Shrine Association. In red 
fez and uniform, rather than the 
horn-rimmed glasses and slapdash 
sartorial effects he made famous, 
he will parade on Friday after- 
noon and Saturday night, and be 
the honored guest at other con- 
vivial ceremonies. 

St. Louisans will probably note 
that he is older looking—56 now— 
and more substantial of silhou- 
ette, but still strongly reminiscent 
of the hero of that particular 
brand of brash, boyish comedy he 
perfected. Recently he made a 
film, as yet unreleased, which be- 
gins with the ending of one of his 
old movies, then brings the char- 
acter up to date as a successful 
business man 20 years later. Lloyd 
himself is somewhat like that, a 
bright young. man, now turned 
solid citizen 

Unlike most of his contempora- 
ries of early screen fame, Lloyd 
has neither backslid into obscur- 
ity and near-poverty nor been con- 
tent to bask in the glories of the 
past. His film career was highly 
successful financially and his real 
estate and other holdings are esti- 
mated at over $10,000,000. He and 
15 employes manage the Harold 
Lloyd Corp. from a garage office 
in back of his 32-room Italian 
Renaissance home. His spare time 
has been devoted happily to his 
family, his hobbies—old cars and 
microscopy—and his Masonic af- 
filiations. 

As a lodge member, he’s come 
up to his high national post the 
way of many faithful club mem- 
bers. He joined the Masons 25 
years ago because to him, “It was 
a crosscut of a wonderful group 
of citizenry.” He went up through 
Scottish Rite with his father, be- 
came a 32nd degree Mason, then 
went up the other route to Knight 
Templar. In 1926, he was initiated 
into the Order of the Mystic 
Shrine.

HE type of earnest endeavor 

and conscientious effort that 

he has put into Shriner activi- 
ties is pretty typical of Lloyd’s en- 
tire life; work was responsible for 
his film success rather than a for- 
tune or flukes of fate. In time- 
honored tradition, he traveled the 
rags to riches trail but only a little 
bit at a time. 

From a family that was poor, 
honest, and itinerant, Lloyd had 
lived in seven towns by the time 
he was 15 years old, including 
Burchard, Nebraska, where he was 
born, Omaha, Denver, and various 
small towns between those points. 
His first jobs were inspired by 
monetary rather than creative 
urges and includes such tasks as 
scouring alleys for iron for the 
junk man, working as soda jerk, 
milkman’s helper, stockroom boy, 
and ball park peanut vendor. 

As long as he could remember 
he wanted to be an actor, though 
he detoured temporarily to take 
up boxing at a Denver gym- 
nasium. When an actor from a 
stock company came to board

nuts for a nickle. On other more 
fortunate occasions he picked up 
work as an extra for movies on 
location at three dollars a day. 
Encouraged by this experience, he 
went to Los Angeles, on extra call. 
Wearied of waiting, he dressed 
himself to resemble some actors 
in a mob scene, crashed the studio 
gates one day, and managed to be 
taken on as a regular. 

One of the other extras, Hal 
Roach, decided to make a one- 
reel film and it was he, viewing 
Lloyd ad libbing in front of the 
camera, who first said, “Hell, 
you’re a comedian,” and that was 
the beginning. 

It was an era when comedians 
created a character and stood or 
fell according to the success of 
their creation. Lloyd created 
“Lonesome Luke,” a sort of latter- 
day Chaplin, with moderate suc- 


cess. Then one day he saw a 
movie about a fighting parson 
who wore glasses and decided to 
invent a bespectacled character, 
one with a personality which, in 
his own words, would be “quiet, 
normal, boyish, clean, sympathetic, 
not impossible to romance.” His 
first four two-reelers were in- 
stantly successful. 
* * * 

IS climb upwards had ,one in- 
H terruption when a “fake” 

bomb for a publicity stunt 
turned out to be real and exploded, 
taking off part of his hand. Even 
an artificial hand did not deter 
him from such private activities as 
tennis, golf, and handball, or from 
doing his own work in such scenes 
as the one in “Safety Last,” in 
which he clung to the hands of a 
clock over a drop which appeared 
to be tremendous and actually 
was three floors. 

Lloyd enthusiasts maintain 
there never have been films to 
top, “Safety Last,” “The Fresh- 
man,” “Grandma’s Boy,” and 
“Feet First” for exhausting laugh- 
ter. In them, as one critic has 
pointed out, Lloyd managed to 
“blend prissiness, breeziness, and 


asininity, and still remain tre- 
mendously likeable. He was espe- 
cially good at putting a very 
timid, spoiled, or -brassy young 
fellow through devastating em- 
barrassment.” There were such 
memorable embarrassments as the 
young fellow who uses an abun- 
dance of goose grease to shine 
his shoes before calling on his 
best girl, then finds the cats cling 
to his feet; the nervous college 
student who loses his improvised 
tuxedo in the midst of a feverish 
dance, and many others. Romance 
and clean comedy predominated 
in Lloyd pictures.

edy,” he said once. “It has 
sympathy for the fellow 
who is in a funny predicament, be 
itgever so involved, and will shriek 
with delight when he emerges in- 
tact.” 

Time moved on and a more so- 
phisticated-type of motion picture 
entertainment captured the public 
fancy. Lloyd attempted no more 
pictures until recently when he 
and Preston Sturges combined 
forces on “The Sin of Harold 
Diddlebock,” the film which starts 
with the closing scene of “The 
Freshman,” and is now in the cut- 
ting .room stages. 

Regardless of the film’s success. 
the comedian’s next year will be 
spent away from Hollywood, for 
as Imperial Potentate he plans 
on visiting 100 of the 160 temples 
in this country. His expenses 
will take not only the $12,000 
that goes with the job but an 
additional $50,000 as well,

Fix It Yourself

Now we have to start on this 
foolish business of having to fill 
hot water systems. Why do they 
have to be filled? Because unless 
the system, the boilers, the pipes 
and the radiators are full of water, 
the water isn’t going to circulate 
and you are going to spend an un- 
comfortable winter. And why do 
you have to worry about filling the 
system if it has been full all sum- 
mer? Well, it’s because water con- 
tains air and the air separates 
from the water when heated and 
so you've got air in the system 
now whether you like it or not. 

The job in itself is very simple. 
All you have to do is open the air 
valve on the radiator and at the 
same time add water to the system 
by opening the inlet valve to the 
boiler until water squirts out 
through the air valve. Close both 
valves. and then move on to the 
next radiator. Just keep on doing 
this until you've taken care of 
every radiator in the house. You 
should start with the radiator 
nearest to the boiler and work up 
ending with the radiator at the 
highest point in the system.

O food transfers us from hot 

to cooler weather more com- 

fortably than a steaming bowl 
of soup. If it is savory and nutri- 
tious, there is nothing more satis- 
fying to the palate or stomach. 
The savoriness depends on cook- 
ing the soup in a way to conserve 
the fragrance of each ingredient 
used, and experience has taught 
us that this is done best by cook- 
ing in a covered kettle at a sim- 
mering temperature. This slow 
cooking also tenderizes the cellu- 
lose in vegetables such as dried 
beans and the connective tissue in 
the tough parts of fish or meat. 
Once the soup ingredients are 
cooked barely tender, the soup is 
at its best for eating. This idea 
of making up quarts and quarts 
of soup and reheating again and 
again to save time is certainly 
not to be recommended. When a 
food has yielded its best flavor, 
and aroma and vitamin value in 
the first cooking, that goodness is 
dissipated with additional heating 
and such soup is never as enjoy- 
able or so nutritious. 

Boston Clam Chowder. 

One dozen fresh clams, three or 
four potatoes (2 cups diced), one- 
third cup diced celery, three cups 
richly flavored chicken broth, two 
tablespoons chopped onion, four 
teaspoons chicken fat or butter, 
two tablespoons flour, 
cup cream, salt and pepper. 

Steam clams 
Drain off and measure 
(there should be one cup). Cut 
clams finely with sharp kitchen 
scissors. Put the potatoes and 
celery into the chicken broth, 
cover and boil gently until ten- 
der. Meanwhile saute clams and 
onions in the chicken fat for five 
minutes. Blend flour evenly into 
this mixture. Add broth and veg- 
etables gradually, stirring con- 
stantly to keep smooth. Add clam 
broth and cream and seasonings. 
Reheat just to boiling and serve 
immediately. (Makes about eight 
cups.) 

NOTE: A half pound can of 
minced clams may be used in 
place of the fresh clams. To 
make chicken broth use one and 
one-half pounds bony pieces of 
chicken and fit them compactly 
into kettle; then barely cover with 
water, cover kettle and simmer 

ntil meat is tender to obtain 
chicken broth of good strength. 
Or for greater convenience, pur- 
chase two tins of chicken broth 
and use instead of fresh cooked 
broth. If this is not practical use 
three chicken boullon cubes and
